LAYS DOWN THE LAW. 


OLNEY INSTRUCTS THE COUNTRY AS 
. TO NEUTRALITY. 


Waco, Tex., Bankers Are Informed 
That Financial Assistance to the 
Cabans Would Not be Proper 
Gen. Quezada Says the Prospects 
Are Bright. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
“WASHINGTON, Juhe 19.—Secretary 
Olney has laid down the duty of citi- 
zens of the United States in observ- 
ance of strict neutrality between the 
Spanish government and the Cuban 
insurgents, not only touching armed 
assistance, but also as to rendering 
any encouragement in a financial way. 
The occasion for this exposition came 
in a letter from John P. Casey of the 
Farmers’ and Mechanics’ National 
Bank of Waco, Tex., asking if it would 
be a violation of the neutrality laws 
for his bank to act as depository for 
funds for the Cuban revolutionists. Mr. 
Olney’s reply stated: 

“Whether the bank or its officers 
could be criminally prosecuted is a 

uestion as to which opinions may dif- 
er, and which can be satisfactorily 
settled only by the adjudication of the 
proper court. Should a bank engage 
in such a transaction and, as you sug- 
gest, publish its acceptance of such a 
trust to the world, it would be my duty 
to call upon the Department of Justice 
to test the question whether or not 
the proceeding was a crime. against 
the „United States. It might also be 
my Yiuty to suggest whether a bank 
holding a United States charter does 
not abuse its franchises and furnish 
ground for its forfeiture by acts in ald 
of hostilities against a nation with 
which the United States is at peace. 

“You ask me not merely as to your 
technical legal liability, but also as to 
your. moral obligation, adding: ‘For 
we are all too loyal to our own country 
to seek to overthrow in any sense her 
laws.’ I heartily commend the senti- 
ment of the question, and am in a 
position to say your moral duty in 
the premises does not admit of the least 
question. It has been expounded by 
no less an authority than the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the fol- 
lowing language: 

The intercourse of this country 
with foreign nations and its policy in 
regard to them are placed by the Con- 
stitution of the United States in the 
hands of the government and its deci- 
sions upon their subjects are ob- 
ligatory upon every citizen of the 
Union. He is boun be at 
war with the nation which 
the war-making has de- 
clared war, y bound to 
commit no act of hostility against a 
nation with which the government 
ig on amity and friendship. This prin- 
ciple is universally acknowledged by 
the laws of nations. It lles at the 
foundation of all governments, as there 
could be no social] order or peaceful re- 
lations between the citizens of differ- 
ent countries without it.“

WITH GIANT POWDER, 


A FEARFUL CONFLICT IN A COLO- 
RADO MINE: 


The Rico-Aspen Men and the Enter- 
prise Employees Face to Face— 
A Blast Tearg Down Walls That 
Separated Forces Which Bore 
Fach Other Hatred. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
RICO (Colo.,) June 19.—(Special D 
patch.) One of the most desperate duels 
that ever occurred under the circum- 
stances was fought today at the Rico- 
Aspen mines, between the forces of the 
company and the men of the Enterprise 
mine, the adjoining property. There 
has not been the best of feeling between 
the two forces since the former encoun- 
ter of three years ago, when several 
men were killed and. a number 

wounded. 

Today both mines had forces.in their 
tunnels, when a blast broke through 
the intervéning walls, and the miners 
were face to faee. They sprang at one 
another and began to fight with drills, 
hammers and shovels, but in the con- 
fined space they could not do effective 
work with such clumsy implements, and 
beyond a few broken heads, there was 
no possibility of greater harm. This 
did not suit the tastes of the miners, 
who felt as deeply in the matter as 
their employers. The foreman then re- 
sorted to an old trick which had given 
them the victory on a former occasion. 
The men were ordered back to the pro- 
tection of abutting rocks on both sides 
and then, with the natural weapons of 
the miner, they began a duel to the 
death that threatened to blow up the 
mine and entomb the combatants. 

From their shelter the men fired 
gtant-powder cartridges rolled up in 
convenient size into the ranks of op- 
posing fortes wherever a head or limb 
was e The volleys were rapid 
and fearful in their detonation, hurl- 
ing vast masses of rock from thé roof 
and sides of the mine. Two miners of 
the Rico-Aspen were seriously in- 
jured. One is said to have a shoulder 
blown off, and the other was retired 
with blindness and several disloca- 
tions. 

After the fight had waged for an 
hour the superintendents on the sur- 
face got wind of the encounter in the 
subterranean régions, and hastily 
armed some of their most reliable men 
with Winchesters, and went to the 
place of meeting. Their rifles served 
to make peace between them and the 
forces were driven to the surface, lea v- 
ing a guard at the disputed point. The 
Rico-Aspen has main offices in Denver 
and branch offices in New York and 
Philadelphia, and was one of the 
steady dividend-paying mines of 1893 
and 1894, the disbursements each month 
reaching $256,000 in dividends. It is 
now bullding a one-hundred-ton smel- 


ter, and has suspended dividends for 
a time.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 19.—A year 
ago last March a man 30 or 36 years old 
came from the East and registered at 
the Occidental Hotel as Edwin A. Dela- 
field of New York. He was g00d-look- 
ing, of excellent address and wore good 
clothes. He had many friends and 
easily obtained credit. This young 
man was Alonzo J. Whiteman. Five 
years ago hé was a milionaire and he 
speculated. Today he had three lawyers 
in the Superior Court to defend him on 
the charge of a $500 forgery. 

Whiteman is the son of one of the 
most successful lumbermen in Minne- 
sota. From his father’s estate he ob- 
tained more than $1,000,000 in his own 
right, but by unfortunate speculation 
he lost his entire fortune. The family 
has resided at Danville, N. Y., and in 
New York city, Chicago, Detroit and 
other places the young man is well 
known. 

The charge of forgery is based on a 
$500 check that was cashed by I. D. 
Maxwell, the insurance agent, soon 
after Whiteman came here. The check 
was drawn on the Importers’ and 
Traders’ National Bank of New York 
and bore as a signature the name of 
Frank Dixon. Maxwell is the com- 
plaining witness and he secured the in- 
dictment;of Whiteman by the recent 
grand jury. 

Whiteman, it is alleged, contracted 
several small bills and gave checks in 
payment, but the persons who accepted 
the checks consider themselves to be 
Whiteman’s creditors still. These cred- 
tors, who are also the principal wit- 
messes against Whiteman, are: J. P. 

Smaxwell, $500; Vanderlyn Stow, $250;

HYDRAULIC MINING LAW. 


tas Validity Subject to a Test at San 

Francisco. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 19.—Atty- 

Gen. Harmon’s suit to test the valid- 
sity of the Caminetti hydraulic mining 
Slaw and the constitutionality of the 
California Debris Commission was filed 
Sin the United States Circuit Court to- 
day in the form of a bill in equity 
against the North Bloomfield Mining 
Company. 

The bill prays that the defendant 
company be compelled to file with the 
California Debris Commission a veri- 
fied petition, setting forth every mate- 
rial fact concerning its mining opera- 
tions, as required by the hydrulic min- 
ing law; that it also comply with the 
law by filing a deed with the Debris 
Commisioners, surrendering to them 
the right to determine how debris shall 
be impounded and disposed of, and how 
their mining operations shall be con- 
ducted. 

The North Bloomfield Company is the 
only one of the great hydraulic mining 
companies that have failed to surren- 
der its hydraulic apparatus to the su- 
pervision of Col. G. W. Mendell, Col. 
H. H. Benyaurd and Maj. W. H. 
Heur. They deny that the govern- 
ment has any right to interfere with 
their business, except in where 
there is a showing that their hydraulic 
operations have 
to interfere with the navigation of 
streams that flow between States. 

‘The North Bloomfield Company re- 
cently defeated the United States in an 
important contest, wherein the govern- 
ment sought to enjoin the company 
from working its hydraulic machinery, 
alleging that such operations were in- 

es to navigable rivers. All the 
outset of the contest the defendant was 
enjoined, but the inhibition was re- 
moved on a showing that the company 
had spent about $1,000,000 for impound- 
ng works which confined the debris 
and prevented injury to the streams. 
} . Every allegation in the government’s 
action filed todayis based on the suppo- 
sition that the Caminetti act is consti- 
tutional. It is averred that the com- 
pany’s mining operations are con- 
‘ducted in such a way. as to utilize a 
great portion of the volume of the 
Feather and Yuba rivers; that these 
rivers are such streams, with their 
branches and outlets, as come properly 
under the supervision of the California 
Debris Commissioners,as Federal super- 
visors of hydraulic mines; that the de- 
fendant company and its superinten- 
dent, L. L. Meyer, have unlawfully re- 
fused to recognize the Federal author- 
ities, thereby violating the laws of the 
United States. The plaintiff asks for a 
restraining order forthwith to the effect 
that the North Bloomfield company be 
prohibited from mining until it com- 
plies with every provision of the law. 
There are no allegations that the oper- 
ations of the company, as now carried 
on, are an injury to the streams ad- 
jacent to the mines. 
The new law confers the powers of 


0 supervision on the Debris Commission- 
5 ers, irrespective of the question of dam- 
8 age to the navigable rivers of the State. 
T They are given powers to supervise the 


Specifications, plans and methods of 
mining pursued by all companies en- 
aged in hydraulic work. The law is 
based on the principle that the govern- 
ment not only has the right to stop 
work that damages interstate rivers 
and navigable streams, but that it has 
the right also to prevent the possibility 
of such injury by supervising the gen- 
eral operations of such companies. 
The Attorney-General’s instructions 
to the District Attorney here are to 
Push the case with all possible vigor. 
The mining company will carry the 
case to the courts of last resort if de-

The American workman has made 
what was at first a luxury today a ne- 
cessity, ani he has been able to attain 
the luxuries under the Republican 
principle of paying American wages to 
American labor. The factory and the 
farm are the two great producers of na- 
tional wealth. When you step to the 
music of the spindle and the roar of the 
factory you leave the plow to rust in 
the farmyard. When the factories were 
closed, the workshop deserted, labor 
idle, the entire network of our indus- 
trial system disorganized and the 
frightened owners of money had locked 
it in their boxes or hidden it in the 
chimneys, it is not surprising that 
we found our currency circulation too 
limited and that there was a general 
demand for an increase. 

It is in keeping with the record of the 
past that the Democratic 
should strive to take advantage of a 
sentiment created largely through their 
own blundering and then go shouting 
from the housetops their devotion to 
silver, in the hope that they may, 
through this agitation, be saved from 
oblivion. The facts are that the Dem- 
ocratic party never did anything for 
silver in any of the years it was in 
power. During the years before the 
war, when free coinage did exist, the 
Democratic party did not coin 2,000,000 
silver dollars, and yet in the past twen- 
ty-five years the Republican party has 
coined over 300,000,000 of silver dollars 
and issued $300,000,000 of silver certifi- 
silver purchased, There 

d ment as to the en- 
larged use of silver. There are few or 
none who are not in favor of this. The 
question is how can it best be brought 
about? It is a question of economics 
and not of politics, and as such should 
have careful consideration. 

We must keep in mind that none of 
the great commercial nations of the 
world, the nations of intelligence and 
civilization, are users of silver alone, 
and the time is past when any one na- 
tion can found its financial existence 
on a basis not in accord with the other 
great powers. The intercourse of a na- 
tion is becoming so interwoven by 
means of the telegraph and the cable, 
and so changed are the conditions of 
trade that it would be impossible for 
any one nation to adopt a system of 
currency not in accord with the other 
commercial nations of the world with- 
out threatened ruin and disaster to its 
commerce and plunging its trade into 
choas. The people of this country want 
more money, but only on one condition, 
and that is that it be sound and cur- 
rent the world over. 

There is no question as to which 
party will be entrusted with the solv- 
ing of this problem. The record of the 
Republican party proves that it has al- 
ways been in favor of increasing the 
currency in keeping with the demands 
of the country, but only on the basis 
that the purchasing and debt-paying 
power of a dollar, whether of silver 
or of gold, shall at all times be kept 
equal. The people will be satisfied to 
leave the solving of the currency ques- 
tion in the hands of the Republican 
party. They know that in the future 
as in the past the interest of silver in 
all its relations to the people can safely 
‘be entrusted to the protecting care of 
that party. This entire question as to 
the future use of silver will probably 
be settled by the great commercial na- 
tions of the world within a year. Ger- 
many and France are seeking bimetal- 
lism and England is fast turning in 
that direction. What the people should 
do is to bring pressure to bear upon 
their representatives for the appoint- 
ment of delegates to an international 
conference with power to act and in- 
sist upon an agreement and obligation 
from the nations participating to main- 
tain the ratio as there adopted. 

Finally, the great work of the Repub- 
lican party is a promotion and enlarge- 
ment of our industries through protec- 
tion and the extension of our foreign 
trade through reciprocity; the estab- 
lishment of a bimetallic standard of 
money through international agreement 
in which silver shall be more fully 
recognized; the revival of our merchant 
marine and the creation of a system of 
irrigation for the reclamation of arid 
lands. Having given our attention to 
the questions of the day, let the voice 
of this convention be of no uncertain 
tone. Let it go out in vim and vigor, 
full of Americanism, in a dauntless 
spirit of Americanism as taught by 
James G. Blaine. Let your platform 
be wide enough, broad enough and 
strong enough to cover the whole coun- 
try and meet the approval of the whole 
people. 

The Republican party knows no East, 
no West, no North or South, but one 
vast empire. The party of all parties 
which best represents the intelligence 
and patriotism of the American people 
is the party of Lincoln, Grant and Gar- 
field, of Blaine and Logan. Let all of 
us who love our country and party and 
who believe that pride in party is pride 
in country, go forth under the banner 
inscribed with the grand achievements 
of the G. O. P.“ and then, inspired by 
the glory of the past and the hope of 
the future, the representatives of the 
Republican National League will con- 
tinue to lead the invincible hosts of 
patriotism. 

H. Clay Evans of Tennessee moved 
to refer all resolutions to the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions without debate. An 
amendment to refer without reading 
was defeated, as the silver men pro- 
tested. Evans's motion prevailed. At 1 
o’clock the convention adjourned un- 
til 10 o’clock tomorrow to give the com- 
mittees time to work.

While it is claimed that this com- 
mittee has a majority against the un- 
limited coinage of silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1, yet the silver men say that 
they are satisfied with the committee, 
and that they have such a large num- 
ber of their men on the committee that 
there cannot be any positive declara- 
tion against free coifage without 
such a minority report cs to give them 
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a fair chance in the fight on the two 
in the convention. 

In the afternoon many of the dele- 
gates and visitors went to Forest City 
Park to attend a big league picnic, 
where several prominent men made 
speeches. Others visited various points 
of interest in the city. 

The following resolution was adopted 
at the silver conference, Col. Trumbo 
of Salt Lake City presenting the mem- 
orial with the resolution of the silver 
men: 

“We are not here as Western men, 
nor as the representatives of silver- 
producing States. We come before you 
as citizens of a common country, vo 
part of which can be artificially built 
up without injury to the balance. In 
demanding the insertion of a resolution 
which recognizes the necessity of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
a ratio of 16 to 1, you must believe that 
our motives are patriotic rather than 
selfish. 

“Time and place do not afford oppor- 
tunity for extensive discussion of this 
subject, but the certain fact may be 
stated without fear of contradiction 
that, under the ‘monetary’ system as 
now expressed in our legislation, the 
country has not prospered, despite the 
patriotic efforts of those who believe in 
the. American principle of protection. 
Since the demonetization of silver the 
land has been a prey to ever-growing 
distress and the word ‘tramp,’ instead 
of signifying an isolated case of indi- 
viduals to whom work is offered, but 
who are unwilling to sustain the burden 
of existence placed upon them by the 
Creator, has come to represent a vast 
army of native-born American citizens 
who are anxious to work, but are una- 
ble to secure employment. 

“We may attempt to attract attention 
to various other causes, but the claim 
of bimetallists that the curtailing of 
the coin money of our nation has 
brought on the distress which no legis- 
lation has succeeeded in thwarting 
will not do when the citizens of the 
East, of the great State of Ohio, have 
vastly greater interests in this ques- 
tion than the handful of silver advo- 
cates of the West. And as the West 
has ever been loyal to the Republican 
party and Utah, too, the one lone star 
which so long withheld its approval of 
Republican principles, has joined the 
great ranks of progress, we feel that 
the claim of the people of this section 
who have given such thought as want 
and poverty force upon the minds of 
all men, is entitled to serious hearing, 
that the belief may be reached that 
there are no selfish motives behind the 
demand that silver shall be restored 
to its place as primary money. 

The experience of centuries vindi- 
cates the charge that the demonetiza- 
tion of silver has wrought havoc in all 
nations turning to the gold standard, 
and the claim that we favor ‘sound 
money’ does not lessen the burden of 
life, nor convince those who toil from 
early morning till dark evening that 
they are not being despoiled of their 
rightful share of the products and the 
wealth which their labor is ever yield- 
ing to the world. It we would maintain 
the prestige of the party and continue 
the love for it so long expressed by the 
ballots of the people of the United 
States, then we shall give *o the people 


the relief they ask for and restore to 


them the bimetallic standard, under 
which they so long prospered.” 

A mass-meeting was held tonight in 
Music Hall, at which prominent orators 
made addresses. Ex-Gov. Brown of 
Rhode Island first reviewed the past 
two years under Democratic rule and 
stated that the policy pursued had been 
un-American and unpatriotic. He 
charged the administration with having 
caused a paralysis of business and so 
changed the nation’s credit that 3 per 
cent. had actually been paid on long- 
time bonds, while under the adminis- 
tration just preceding 2 per cent. was 
deemed a fair rate. “But a change is 
coming,” he said. “Already the thanks

Hon. A. S. Cummings of Iowa pre- 
sented an eloquent argument in favor 
of party allegiance for protection and 
said that the tariff formed the corner- 
stone and only safety of the working- 
men of America. Upon the silver ques- 
tion, he said, the Republican party 
stood firmly upon the principles laid 
down in the Minneapolis platform—that 
every dollar in circulation should have

In his speech Cummings said: 

“Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
convention: I am less belligerent than 
I was a year ago. It is hard to preserve 
the fighting mood before the stricken 
mob once known as the Democratic 
party. There are depths of distress so 
infinite that attack is cruelty and crit- 
icism is disarmed. Humanity has trans-

“The paralyzed statesmen over whom 
Grover Cleveland has presided with | 
such distinguished success and benefi- 
cent results, having given the most sat- 
isfaction to every country but their 
own, they are fleeing before the just an- 
ger of the people, like a naked sinner 
before the wrath of God. We have been 
so much engaged during the past year 
in disputing about gold and silver that 
we are in danger of substituting the 
controversy over the currency for one of 
vastly deeper import and infinitely 
wider significance. I do not depreciate 
the necessity of a sound financial sys- 
tem, but we shall commit a grave mis- 
take if we permit the contest over the 
coinage of silver to take the first rank 
in the problems of the government. 

“A bad monetary system may ham- 
per the energies of the people, but a 
good one cannot create those energtes. 
The origin of prosperity lies deeper than 
an inquiry as to the true relation of 
gold and silver. With sound economic 
conditions almost any currency is good; 
with a vicious and un-American policy 
any currency is bad. 


“While I have no disposition to stifle 
the discussion which is raging around 
us, I do believe that in a great meas- 
ure the problem will solve itself with 
the restoration of the Republican party 
to complete power and the proclamation 
that henceforth American markets shall 
not be invaded by the products of unre- 
stricted competition. It is probably 
true that no man has a right to touch 
upon public affairs nowadays without 
saying something about silver. We all 
recognize the gravity of the situation 
and the chief value of bringing it be- 
fore our convention in gathering the 
consensus of opinion. 

“T believe I understand the position of 
the Republican party in Iowa. Candor 
compels me to say that we are of many 
minds with respect to what the gov- 
ernment should do in the coinage of sil- 
ver. But we are of one mind with re- 
spect to what the government should 
not do. We believe unalterably that 
this government should not alone or- 
dain the free coinage of silver at the a 
ratio of 16 to 1.

CHECKS TO ORDER. Referring to 
the article in yesterday's Times, under 
the head of Bank Checks,“ published 
in this column, to the effect that some 
of the Los Angeles banks are going to 
adopt a rule to pay checks drawn pay- 
able to order and not to bearer, a prom- 
ment broker of the city expresses a 
doubt whether the banks have the 
power to enforce such a rule. It is 
quite possible they may not have the 
power to do so, but they can do much 
to encourage their clients to draw 
checks payable to the order of the per- 
son to whom the check is given, in- 
stead of leaving it an open check pay- 
able to bearer.” 


In order to encourage this, some of the 
Los Angeles banks are having a new 
form of check made in which the word 
order will be printed instead of the 
word “bearer.” ‘the result will be that 
unless the word order“ is scratched 
out and the word ‘‘bearer’’ written in, 
the party to whom the check is given 
will have to indorse it, and should that 
person pay it over to some one else the 
party to whom hé gives or pays it will 
also have to indorse it, and so on each 
person through whose ‘hands the check 
may pass will have to indorse it until it 
reaches the bank on which it was 
drawn. This may seem a cumbrous op- 
eration but it is not, while it operates 
to the protection of the bank, the 
drawer and the drawee. 


GOLD EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 
If the exports and imports of gold coin 
and bullion into and from the United 
States keep up for a short time longer 
in the same ratio they have been doing, 
the fear of the country being short of 
gold need not keep any one awake at 
nights. The Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Treasury Department, 
Washington, reports that during the 
last month of April the exports of gold 
coin and bullion were $2,893,610, as 
against $11,723,771 for the corresponding 
month of 1894, a reduction of nearly 
$9,000,000: On the other hand, the im- 
ports of gold for the same month 
(April) amounted to $4,933,063, as against 
$2,321,661 only for the corresponding 
month of 1894. To put it in another 
way: In April, 1894, the United States 
exported $9,402,110 more than it re- 
ceived, while in the same month of the 
present year it imported * 452 more 
than it exported. 


COMMERCIAL. 


_ LEMONS. While probably never be- 
fore have lemons been so cheap in Cal- 
ifornia as they are at the present, they 
have rarely, if ever, been dearer in 
New York. This would indicate some- 
thing wrong. If lemons can be raised 
so abundantly in Southern California, 
and can be—as they are—sold 80 
cheaply, why cannot they be shipped 
east and sold at an increased profit 
to the Southern California grower. It 
is true that some eastern lemon deal- 
ers have been finding fault with the 
lemon of Southern California, saying 
it had an alkali flavor which the 
Eastern people objected to. It is more 
than likely that the Eastern dealers 
who said that were indebted to their 
imagination for their facts. The prob- 
abilities are that those dealers find it 
more profitable to handle the imported 
lemon than they do the Southern Cali- 
fornia. one, That will account for the 
alkali flavor in the latter. This is a 
very important matter to the growers 
of this product, and they should lose 
no time in determining why it is that 
the preference is given to the Sicilian 
and other Italian lemons over the 
lemon of Southern California. In the 
mean time, here is what Garden and 
Forest has to say on the lemon ques- 
tion: “Within the past few weeks 
lemons have advanced $2 a box, the 
lowest price quoted for the Sicily fruit 
being $5.25 a box. So active is the de- 
mand that a lot of thirty-one boxes, 
unexpectedly left on nee after an 
auction sale, brought 62% in the 
keen competition ine 2 Nearly 
70,000 boxes of Sicily lemons were of- 
fered at auction during the week fol- 
lowing the publication of the above, 
and were all sold at good prices. Be- 
sides all these, 81,000 boxes more are 
due to arrive at New York from Sicily. 


STRAWBERRIES. The present would 

not seem to be a time to 
ship strawberries east with the hope 
of making any profit out of them. 
New York is just now’ regaling itself 
on them to an extent hitherto un- 
known in the history of that city. New 
York advices state that never before 
were strawberries more plentiful or 
cheaper than this season. Fine, large 
berries from ew Jersey and Mary- 
land are selling as low as 4 cents a 
quart by the crate. The people of 
New York have something to be thank- 
ful for after all, the only trouble is 
that their period of thankfulness is 
not likely to be of longer duration than 
their strawberry season, and that is a 
mighty short one. 

The New York Herald, speaking of 
the arrivals this season of fruits from 
California, says they are arriving daily 
in the markets, and in better condition 
and larger quantities than at any 
previous time this season. It pays a 
high compliment to the Southern Cali- 
fornia navel, orange, saying: “The 
Southern California orange-growers 
have gained a strong foothold through- 
out the East, and the flavor of Cali- 
fornia fruit is considered as delicious 
as that of any foréign fruit which 
comes to this market. This is espec- 
ially true of the navel oranges, the 
flavor of which is very fine.” 


WOOL. It will require a new tariff 
to set the wool industry of California 
on its legs again. The Wilson tariff, 
which placed foreign wools on the free 
list, has practically destroyed wool as 
an industry in this State. One of the 
most prominent wool dealers in Los 
Angeles said today: “The wool indus- 
try is rapidly becoming a thing of the 
past. It will soon be time to write 
its epitaph, which should be: ‘Killed 
by the Wilson Tariff. The American 
manufacturer gives the preference 
to the imported article for the reason, 
largely, that it is a cleaner wool, and 
pound for pound, there is a much 
smaller per centage of waste in it. 
Wool-growers in this section of the 
State are, in a measure, to blame for 
this. They continue their old methods, 
refuse to clip off the matted ringlets, 
but turn it all in together under the 
unhappy idea that quantity and weight 
are what are wanted, forgetful or 
oblivious of the fact that under the 
existing tariff a higher grade of for- 
eign wool can be laid down at less 
price than what they were getting for 
theirs during the period of protec- 
tion. Some large dealers here are of 
the opinion that the conditions are such 
as will not permit the Southern Cali- 
fornia wool-grower to compete success- 
fully with that from some other States 
and foreign countries, and that it is 
only a question of time when the 
lands where sheep now graze will be 
turned to more profitable purposes. 
At the present time large quantities 
of wool are being warehoused in Los 
Angeles subject to future orders. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. ‘ 
TRADE REPORT. Business in all 
branches of trade in Los Angeles con- 
tinues satisfactory. Dun's Mercantile 
Agency, in its semi-monthly report to 
The Times, says: 
“Our ae, of trade conditions all

over the cone? have not been as uni- 
formly good for a long time, and all 
doubts regarding, improved conditions 
are being set at rest. 

“Manufacturing is increasing and 
wages in many lines advanced. The 
clearing-houses show material gains 
throughout the country, but few show 
larger or more significant increase 
than our local institution, with a 48.2 
per cent. gain last week over the 
corresponding week in 186. This is 
particularly significant because of the 
complete absence of speculation in this 
quarter, indicating, as it does, a health- 
ful and legitimate growth in money 
transactions. 

“Business in all retail lines remains 
satisfactory, most showing a gain over 
the same half-month last year. A good 
deal of money ie being spent in new 
street railroads and improvements on 
old lines. These help to circulate money 
in the best distributing channels, and 
money is growing more plentiful all 
the time. 

“Los Angeles is attracting men of 

sound judgment and capital, and new 
houses are being opened. The latest 
addition to our many mercantile houses 
of which we can be justly proud is the 
finest mantel house west of Chicago 
just opened by the Tuttle Mercantile 
Company. 
“The jobbing trade of the city con- 
tinues good and country orders are 
larger in volume and collections all the 
time improving. The best evidence of 
increasing prosperity is the fact that 
for the first eighteen days of the month 
there have been but five failures in our 
district, with . of $13,000, and

The Weather-crop Bulletin of South- 
ern California for the week ending 
Monday, June 17, as reported by Ob- 
server George E. Franklin, says: 

Cool, cloudy or foggy mornings pre- 
valled in the coast districts, which 
caused a deficiency in the average 
weekly temperature, until the close of 
the week when clear weather set in 
with increasing temperature. A light 
drizzling rain fell on the morning of 
the 14th in the Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena sections, but it was not suffi- 
ciently heavy to be of service except to 
prevent too rapid evaporation of the 
surface moisture. The weather condi- 
tions were generally favorable for the 
growth of crops, particularly beans and 
corn, which were benefited by the 
foggy mornings. The deciduous fruit 
prospect continues good; grapes are 
said to have set well except Muscats, 
which are dropping to some extent. 
The grain harvest is in full progress. 

San Luis Obispo: The weather condl- 
tions of the past week were favorable 
for all crops.

progress. Highest temperature, 73 deg.; 
lowest, 46 deg. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The 
weather was favorable for young beans 
and corn, and the general crop condi- 
tions remained without change since 
last report.

Inn BRIGHT SIDE. 


Tt is encouraging in the extreme to 
glance, occasionally, in the midst of 
our industrial turmoil and unrest, upon 
the bright side of our national life. 
Thore is a bright side, however much 


the pessimistic declaimer may en- 


Nen vor to obscure it by doubts and 
to tyrn our attention from it by con- 
tipred and vapid assertions to the 
contrary. 

There are features in this govern- 
ment, which, although the best the 
world has ever known, are not fully in 
keeping with our highest ideals. We 
ate a good deal that we would like to 
Ware rectified and changed, but it is a 
government such as the people them- 
Selves make. If we would have a bet- 
ter goverument we must be a better 
people; if we would have our ideals 
realized we must live up to them our- 
eaves. rather than wait for Tom, Dick 
and Harry to attain that perfection 
Which we are persunded should enter 
into the whole body politic. That evils 
exist in our national life no sane per- 
fon will attempt to deny. but it is not 
the part of wisdom to fill our vis‘on 
With these evils to the utter neglect of 
eln the good which, actually pre- 
dominates. 

There is no nation in the world that 
has greater recuperating power than 
the American nation, becatise its re- 
sources are practically inexhaustible. 
Michael. d. Mulhall, an English 
statistician, in the June number of the 
North American Review, turns the 
rosy side of our national life toward 
us in an article on “The Power and 
Wealth of the United States,” in which 
anys: “The United States poescsses 
the greatest productive power in the 
World; and the absolute effective force 
of the American people is now more than 
three times what it was in 1860, and 
the United States possesses almost 
as much energy as Great Britain, Ger- 
many and France ccllectively.” And 
furthermore he shows from statistic:, 
figures that do not lie, that the intel- 
jectual power of this great republic is 
in barmony with its industrial and 
Mechanical progress. Although there 
Are alien elements among us that do 
not tend to strengthen the national life 
we have enough intellectual force of 
the right sort to steady things, to make 
the trend of events in the right direc- 
tion. As in the individual so in the 
National life there is a certain amount 
of reserved strength that we may 
count upon in emergencies, a moral 
force that is sufficient to tide us over 
extraordinary conditions and dangers, 
that is not brought into play in our 
every-day history. National feeling is 
Strong with us, though, perhaps, we 
fre not as much given to “Yankee 
Drag as we were a few years ago. 
The feeling of subdued hopelessness 
that filled the breasts of a good many 
Americans during the great Debs re- 
bellion last summer proved reactionary 
im its character, aud many men, for 
the first time, realized the might of 
othe government when once employed 
to put down insurrection and internal 
Strife. Men said Uncle Sam is a force 
that it is not healthy to hlindly butt 
one’s head against, and when the gov- 
ruwent takes a hand in any such lit- 
Ne game as Debs and those of his ilk 
Bought to play, there is no doubt as to 
Who will be the loser. 

It was a wholesome lesson for our 
people and the world to learn, and one 
Which has made us stronger. We are 
better prepared to strike out for the 
great things which are possible for our 
Attainment. Perhaps we needed just 
this lesson, and the sense of certainty 
Which it brought home to us, that 
While the people are true to the prin- 
Ciples of self-government, fanatics and 
criminals of the Debs stripe are pow 
tess to break down the strong arm of 
the law or to destroy the existing or- 
Ger of things. We are even inclined to 
pat Uncle Sam upon the back and con- 
Sratulate him that all the forces of 
de Debs insurrection, with the added 
Gangers arising from the errors and 


folly of undisputed Democratic rule, 


Were not too great for him to success 
fully withstand and ultimately turn to 
ms own advantage. We like his moral 

his wisdom and promptness 
=f action, and believe that in cases of 
emergency he will never fail us, no 
matter what party may be at the helm. 
We acknowledge again that Cleve.

MORE LIGHT WANTED. 


The Times has been waiting with 
great impatience, for some three or 
four days, to hear further news from 
Crimacrum. Without doubt, many 
readers of the daily papers have also 
been waiting with bated breath to 
hear from Crimacrum. In fact, it 
would probably be no exaggeration to 
say that the eyes of the scientific 
world, and those of a considerable pro- 
portion of the plain, common people, 
are, at the present moment, turned 
with wistful expectancy upon Crima- 
crum, 

The reason for this unusual anxiety 
is not, as the reader might at first sup- 
pose, on account of the peculiar name 
of Crimacrum, though the future of 
any town bearing such a name can 
hardly be regarded as assured.

It will doubtless be re- 
membered by most readers of the 


| daily newspapers that a dispatch came 


a few days ago from Port Townsend, 
Wash., via Tacoma, stating that a 
5000-pound meteorite had fallen at 
Crimacrum. The dispatch modestly 
explained that Crimacrum was only “a 
small farming center,“ four miles from 
Port Townsend. Crimacrum, in point 
of fact, was to fortune and fame un- 
known up to the hour when the dis- 
patch above referred to was sent out. 
Now the case is changed. Crima- 
crum—moedest, unassuming Crimacrum, 
the “small farming center’—is the 
cynosure of all eyes. | 
“Crimacrum,” we were told in the 
dispatch, “experienced a terrific ex- 
plosion and jar,” as the result of the 
falling of the meteorite, which, as we 
are positively assured, weighed exactly 
5000 pounds—two and a half tons. Is 
it any wonder that Crimacrum, under 
the circumstances, “experienced a ter- 
rific explosion and jar?” Rather is it 
not surprising that the jar was not 
felt throughout the entire continent? 

At this distance from the scene, and 
in the absence of minute data, it is 
somewhat difficult to understand how 
the precise weight of the meteorite— 
five thousand (5000) pounds—was ar- 
rived at. But later advices from 
Crimacrum willl doubtless explain how 
the local scientists of the “small farm- 
ing center” managed to weigh this 
strange wanderer from theastral depths 
before it caused the terrific explosion 
and jar“ which shook Crimacrum from 
center to circumference. This is one 
reason why The Times is so impatient 
to learn further particulars of the 
phenomenon. We are quite anxious to 
know how the weighing was done. 

It seems from the report that the 
meteorite must have been weighed dur- 
ing its passage through the heavens 
and before it came within a hundred 
yards from the earth For we are 
told that it “burst with a loud noise 
at the height of a hundred yards.” 
Now, the weighing mystery might pos- 
sibly have been explained on the sup- 
position that the Crimacrumian scien- 
tits gathered up the fragments of the 
celestial visitant after the explosion, 
and found the aggregate weight to be 
just 5000 pounds. Such would be the 
natural supposition in the absence of 
evidence to the contrary. Butno—such 
could not have been the case; for we 
are assured that, immediately after the 
meteorite (weight 5000 pounds) “burst 
with a loud noise at a height of a hun- 
dred yards,” it “caused a small-sized 
cyclone of several minutes’ duration,” 
and finally “buried itself in the muddy 
bottom of a neighboring lagoon.” 
Whether any lives were lost in the 
“small-sized cyclone” is not stated. 
This is another reason Why we are 
anxious to bear from Crimacrum. 

Regarding the statement that “the 
meteorite struck the bottom of the 
lagoon with force enough to break 
crockery in farmbouses three miles 
away,” The Times does not hesitate 
to say that it has some doubts as to 
the veracity of the chronicle. That its 
fall “created terror among residents, 
who believed that the end of the world 
had come,” we can easily believe. But 
when the further statement is made 
that “ten hours after the occurrence 
the waters of the lagoon were Still 
bubbling and seething, and were found 
to be hot enough to readily cook eggs,” 
The Times is again forced, though un- 
willingly, to question the veracity of 
the narrative. This is still another 
reason why we are impatient to hear 
from Crimacrum—directly from Crima- 
crum, if possible. | 

The veracity of the chronicle is, to 


the concluding words of the dispatch, 
which assure us that “systematic 
dragging of the lagoon failed to bring 
up any traces of the celestial messen- 
ger.” We can well believe this, when 
we recall the fact that the five thou- 
sand (5000) pound meteorite “burst 
with a loud noise at a height of a hun- 
dred yards,” and “caused a small- 
sized cyclone.” However, on general

“THEY NEVER STRIKE.” 


A writer ina New York paper states 
that the bricklayers of New York, “be- 
longing to eight’ strong trade-unions, 
and numbering 4000 men,“ have not 
lost one hour of work, either by strike 
on their own. part or lockout on the 
part of their employers, during the 
past ten years. The reason for this 
Jong-continued harmony is given as 
follows: 

“In the summer of 1884 the brick- 
layers struck for three months for a 
nine-hour day and failed, and that ex- 
periment, in addition to others in the 
past of the same kind, was enough for 
them and enough for their employers, 
and in the spring of 1885 there was 
formed by the Mason Builders’ Arso- 
ciation and bricklayers’ unions, a joint 
arbitration committee, to meet every 
Wednesday evening to hear griev- 
ances and settle all dieputes between 
employers and employees. This joint 
committee has continued in existence 
until now (ten years on March 24,) and 
each year an agreement as to wages, 
hours of work, overtime, holidays, and 
others matters of mutnal interest, has 
been made by thecommitteee, composed 
of equal numbers of employers and 
of employees, the former representing 
the Mason Builders’ Association, the 
latter the eight bricklayers’ unions. 
Besides the annual agreementa, the 
committee settles questions arising be- 
tween individual employers and em- 
ployees; and the fact that no etrike 
and no lockout has occurred between the 
members of the organizations repre- 
sented on the joint committee since its 
establishment seems to show that these 
men at least have found the way to 
avoid labor differences. On the forma- 
tion of the committee it was provided 
that in case of non-agreement an um- 
pire should be chosen; but it has never 
been necessary to choose. an umpire, 
which says much for the reasonable- 
ness and justice of the members of 
the committee.” 

The plan here briefly outlined un- 
doubtedly embraces an excellent 
method of preventing labor disturb- 
ances, so-long as “strong organiza- 
tions” are maintained on both sides, 
But the true and equitable relation 
between employer and employed fs the 
individual relation, where each em- 
ployee receives the wages he is capab'e 
of earning, where he makes his bar- 
gain direct with the employer, and 
where he has opportunity to such ad- 
vancement as his personal skill or ex- 
perience qualify him for. Peace may 
be maintained between armed camps 
fully equipped for war. But the equip- 
ment and maintenance of armed 
camps is expensive, and it would be 
better if pence were declared and the 


armies disbanded, The ü of 
power incites to the use of it, and not 
always in the cause of justice; tod 


often to the injury of those who must 
inevitably be the losers. 


Russell Sage has paid out a great 
deal of. money already in resisting the 
demand of Laidlaw, his former clerk, 
for damages received by the latter 
when Sage used him as a shield to pro- 
tect himself from the bomb thrown by 
Norcross. Laidlaw established quite 
thoroughly the facts alleged by him 
at the first trial of the case. It would 
have been a great deal cheaper for 
Sage to have paid Laidiaw’s claim 
than to have resisted payment.

Call for a Democratic State Conven- 
tion at Denver. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


CLEVELAND, June 19.—William W. 
Tracey, president of the Republican 
League Clubs, whose national conven- 
tion began here today, has given out 
the following over his signature: 

“In my opinion this convention will, 

ard to the money question, 
the lines laid out by the con- 
vention in Denver last year. The 
declaration at that time was clear, 
sharp and specific. It followed the 
lines of the national platform of 1892, 
and favored the establishment of a 
bimetallic standard of money through 
an international agreement looking to 
the’ enlarged use of silver. The reso- 
lutions as adopted at Denver proved 
highly satisfactory to the advocates 
of silver at that time, and I am satis- 
fied that they will be as pleased with 
the action of this convention. 

“IT believe that the great majority 
of the delegates in this convention will 
be positively opposed to any resolution 
declaring in favor of free silver. The 
delegates from Illinois will oppose any 
such action to a man. The convention 
will in no way anticipate the action 
of the regular national convention to 
be held next year. We have been most 
careful in the past to not overstep our 
prerogatives, and I am satisfied that 
the present convention will confine 
itself to outlining plans for carrying 
on the work for which this organiza- 
tion was formed. We have all we can 
do if we perfect our organisation and 
put it in working condition for the 
campaign of 1896. Of course national 
questions will be discussed, as is 
proper, but no action will be taken 
which will not. be in accord with the 
conservative policy of past conven- 
tions of this organization.”’ 

A. B. Humphrey, seeretary ever since 
the National League was organized, to- 
day announced positively that he will 
not be-a candidate for re-election.

The New York delegation prom- 
ised the silver men the secretaryship 
if the latter would not pose Gen. 
McAlIpin for president. ne silver 
men united on J. B. Byrnes of Denver. 

The indications were that McAlpin 
and Byrnes would be elected and that 
the silver men_would not place the 
name of Col. Trumbo before the con- 
vention for president. The ‘forenoon 
was taken up mostly with music and 
cheering the entry of ledders. The 
singing of the Cleveland Glee Club was 
a feature. 


A SUGGESTION FROM BOIES. 

DES MOINES (Iowa.) June 19.— Ex. 
Gov. Horace Boles of Waterloo has 
written a letter in which he comes out 
more vigorously than ever in favor of 
the free coinage of silver. The letter 
is addressed to George E. Lewis of Des 
Moines. In it Boies advocates the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, inde- 
pendent of the action of any other 
government, He says that the most 
dangerous enemies of silver are those 
who, while claiming to want bimetal- 
lism, demand it under such cifcum- 
stances that they know it can never be 
realized. 

He suggests that this country should 
coin its own silver, and that this would 
increase the value of the metal the 
world over, 86 that there would be no 
danger of a flood of the metal here. 
He also proposes that this country 
should take up its other forms of paper 
money with an increased issue of sil- 
ver certificates which would by this 
arrangement be given the full value 
that their face indicates, and as every 
dollar of the certifigates would be 
backed by coin, it would be the best 
system in the world. 

A FRBE-SILVER RESOLUTION. 
CLEVELAND, June 19.—Silver men 
from Colorado, Utah, Arizona, Wash- 
ington, Nevada, Wyoming, Idaho and 
New Mexico met today and decided to 
act as a unit on the silver question. It 
is stated that Senator Dubois will in- 
troduce free-coinage resolutions at the 
convention as follows: 

“Resolved. The Republican party, 
organized to preserve the unity of the 
United States and continued for the sole 
object of protecting the people thereof 
and of maintaining their prestige as 
American citizens among the nations of 
the earth, is, by its traditions, com- 
mitted to a financial policy designed to 
conserve the best interests of all our 
people and their varied industries and 
give to the debtor equal rights with the 
cre titor. 

“Therefore, the Republican party is 
unalterably committed to the restora- 
tion of the bimetallic standard as it ex- 
isted in this country prior to 1873; 
namely, free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1.” 

CALL FOR A CROWD AT DENVER. 

DENVER (Colo.,) June 19.—Chairman 
Arbuckle of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee today issued a call 
for a Democratic State convention to be 
held at Denver July 2 for the purpose 
of considering the financial question. 
FAVORABLE TO. A. CONFERENCE. 

LEBANON (Mo.,) June 19.—J. W. Fer- 
ris, chairman of the Laclede County 
Democratic Committee, announces that 
he has at last received favorable re- 
sponses from more than a majority of 
the 114 Democratic chairmen in regard 
to his circular, asking them if they 
were in favor of calling a Democratic 
State convention for the discussion of 
the financial question. He left for St. 
Louis to see Chairman Maffitt of the 
Democratic Central Committee and re- 
quest that he call a State convention. 
If Chairman Maffitt refuses to do 480, 
Chairman Ferris announces that he will 
call the convention, backed by a ma- 
jority of the county chairmen.

To Supersede the Compass. 


(Hartford Courant:) Very wonderful 
things are told of the solarometer,« the 
instrument which is intendéd to take 
the place of a compass on shipboard, 
and give more accurate results than can 
possibly be obtained from that instru- 
ment. Without attempting to describe 
its construction, we may say that from 
a single observation of a heavenly body 
the exact position of the ship in lati- 
tude and longitude may be determined. 
It has two great advantages over the 
compass. One lies in its furnishing the 
exact position of the ship, while the 
compass can indicate only the course, 
leaving the position to be worked out 
by dead reckoning or observation. The 
other is that it is not affected by the 
magnetism of an iron or steel vessel. 
The adjustment of a compass on such a 
ship has to be corrected frequently on 
account of polarization of the hull by

The question of paying architects the 
3% per cent. they have demanded for 
plans and specifications was then taken 
up. Councilman Munson expressed 
himself as being decidedly opposed to 
this allowance, when it was generally 
understood that the work of drawing 
plans and specifications could all be 

rformed by the Superintendent of 

ulldings at a minimum of expense. At 
this point a delegation of members from 
the Board of Education entered the 


Council Chamber and took seats within 


the inclosure. 

The discussion as to the amount of ar- 
chitects’ fees was continued. Council- 
man Kingery spoke in favor of the sum 
named, while Councilman Snyder de- 
clared himself in favor of the work be- 
ing done by Mr. Strange, the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings. 

President Teed, in a short speech, re- 
ferred to the fact that the architects 
had pooled on this question, and had 
made statements declaring that if their 
percentage for plans was not accepted, 
there would be no propositions sub- 
mitted from them. President Teed fur- 
ther declared his opinion with reference 
to what he styled the mud-slinging tac- 
tics of the architects in attempting to 
cast reflections upon the probity and 

neral uprightness of the Council as a

C. H. Wedgwood, a local architect,

generally managing the business of the 
erection of the school buildings pro- 
posed to be built with the proceeds of 
the sale of bonds recently voted by the 
people in the amount of $306,000? 

“Second—What are the duties of the 
Superintendent of Buildings with refer- 
ence to the erection of such school 
bulldings? 

“To the first of these questions it is 
my opinion that the legislative branch 
of the city, to-wit: the City Council, is 
clearly charged With the duty of adver- 
tising for bids, letting contracts and 
making all needful rules and regula- 
tions for the carrying out of these im- 
provements. It is their further duty 
to appoint all needful agents, super- 
intendents and engineers to properly 
look after the construction of said im- 
provements, and to disburse the money 
to.pay the cost of the same. 

“Replying to the second of these 

uéstions, I find that par. 2 of sec. 50 of 
the charter, relating to the duties of 
the Superintendent of Buildings, pro- 
vides as follows: ‘He shall superin- 
tend the erection of all buildings 
erected by or for the city.’ This pro- 
vision does not directly conflict with 
the State law, but may be treated as 
an additional safeguard in the way of 
a superintendence of the buildings in 
addition to any superintendence pro- 
vided by the City Council under the 
general law. I find from an examina- 
tion of the contracts under which 
school buildings were built before with 
money raised in the same manner, that 
such buildings during their construc- 
tion were superintended each an 
architect and the Build Superin- 
tendent, O. J. Muchmore. I find further 
that a certificate signed by both the 
Superintendent of ulldings and the 
architect was a pre-requisite to the 
payment of any money upon the con- 
tracts, and that in all cases where dis- 
putes arose as to any detail in the con- 
stuction of the buildings, the final 
decision was placed in the hands of tie 
Superintendent of Buildings. I would 
advise, therefore, that the general su- 
perintendence of these buildings be 
given to the Superintendent of Bulld- 
ings under the direction of the City 
Council, and in connection with any 
other architect or agent the Council 
might employ for that purpose, and I 
would suggest that the Council in the 
contracts for said buildings provide 
for a committee composed of three 
members of the Council and three mem- 
bers of the Board of Education to act 
with the Superintendent of Buildings 
and any architect, should you appoint 
one, which committee should act in an 
advisory capacity. I make this sug- 
gestion for the reason that I believe 
the Board of Education should be rep- 
resented in a matter which is of such 
vital importance to the public schools.“ 

THE REPORT ADOPTED. 

This opinion seemed to settle the 
question, and without dissent, it was 
adopted, including the suggestions 
which were not properly a part of the 
opinion. 

Councilman Kingery then moved, in 
order to bring the question before the 
Council, that the report which the 
joint committee had previously sub- 
mitted, be adopted by the Council as 
a committee of the whole. President 
Teed seconded the motion, and then a 
discussion followed, lasting fully an 


‘hour, over the question of the 3% per 


cent, for architect's fees, which had 
been the bone of contention in the joint 
committee, 

Speeches pro and con were made un- 
til the Superintendent of Buildings was 
called in and asked if he could do the 
work of preparing the plans and speci- 
fications for the new buildings. “I can,“ 
replied Mr. Strange, but I do not wish 
to.“ Mr. Strange was reminded that 
he was a servant of the city and was 
further questioned as to what assist- 
ance he would require in the work he 
was asked to do, and he stated in reply 
that he would require three men work- 
ing for several months, at a salary of 
$100 per month. 

Councilman Snyder then moved as an 


‘amendment to the motion already be- 


for. the Council that the Superintend- 
ent of Buildings be instructed to pre- 
pare plans and take charge of the work 
of supervising the construction of the 
buildings. The amendment was carried 
by a majority of one, Councilmen 
Stockwell, Kingery and President Teed 
voting against it. 

The Superintendent of Buildings was 
given permission to use the room of the 
Board of Public Works in preparing 
the plans, which he promised to have 
ready in a few days. 

Before the Council adjourned, action 
was taken with regard to the Los An- 
geles Traction Company, which is now 
constructing railway tracks on Geor- 
gia Bell street, from Eleventh to Pico. 
The company was ordered to sprinkle

The Pathetic Case of an English- 
man’s Insanity. 


A pitiful incident took place yesterday 
in Judge Shaw's court, when William 
Ludlow, an old Englishman, was 
brought up for commitment to High- 
lands. He seemed to be quite rational, 
and fully alive to all the proceedings, 
his mania being simply an insane jeal- 
2 of his wife, quite an old woman 
of 60. 

This peculiar form of dementia broke 
out a few weeks ago, after a severe ill- 
ness, and since then he has threatened 
her life several times, and has been vio- 
lent and dangerous. The strange thing 
was that the object of this jealousy was 
Mrs. Ludlow's own son, whom he sev- 
eral times attempted to kill. 

Mr. and Mrs. Watson, neighbors of 
the Ludlows, took Mrs. Ludlow to their 
own home about three weeks ago, and 
she has been with them ever since. 
Mrs. Ludlow was placed on the stand, 
but broke down utterly as she at- 
tempted to give her testimony, and 
cried as though her heart would break, 
She was taken from the courtroom be- 
— the other witnesses were exam-

He Bobs Up with Still Another Libel

B. Duncan yesterday filed a suit 
against the Times-Mirror Company for

RIVAL EX-MAYORS 


BOOMING TWO BOYLE HEIGHTS 
ELECTRIC RAILROADS. 


A Meeting to Push the Road to Whit- 
tier — Subscriptions Promised 
The Western Passenger Associa- 
tion—The Pacifie Mail Going to 
Oakland. 


There has been a split among the 
parties who were working to build an 
electric railway from Los Angeles to 
Whittier. Ex-Mayor Workman has 
drawh away from the Eastern capital- 
ists represetited by George D. Weir, 
and an intense rivalry now exists be- 
tween the two factions. A meeting of 
those favoring the Weir proposition 
Was held last evening at Hendrick’s 

Hall, in Boyle Heights, presided over 
by Judge 8S. C. Hubbell. The hall was 
packed to the doors with an enthiiéi- 
astic audience. Ex-Mayor Henry T. 
Hazard opened the meeting with a 
speech, setting forth the benefits ac- 
cruing from rallroads in general, and 
electric roads in particular. Judge 
Hubbell related his experience with re- 
gard to the increased valuation rail- 
roads had given his property in the 
past. Leo Daft, an electriéal engineer 
from New York, who built the first 
electric railway constructed in the 
United States, gave a- detailed state- 
ment as to the plans of the company 
which he represented. Those were to 
the effect that the company ulres a 
subsidy of $75,000, to be paid when the 
line is completed, the subsidy to take 
the place of the dividends, which the 
road will not be able to pay for sev- 
eral years aftér its beginning. The 
company pro s to spend 000 or 
more in building the road. There will 
be six cars used, of the latest ttern.

BIG LOCOMOTIVES. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 19.—The 
Southern Pacific Company is going 
back to its original proposition of rail- 
roading, that the bigger the locomotive 
the bigger the load it can draw. Act- 
ing in accordance with this principle 
that was laid down in its early railroad 
experiences it has ordered ten of the 
largest locomotives ever built in this 
country and the largest that ever ran in 
this State. Two of these have arrived 
and were tried on the Sacramento di- 
vision over the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains today. The two new locomotives 
were attached to a train weighing 820 
tons, one being placed ahead and the 
other behind. They took the train over 
the summit without the least difficulty 
and running from twelve to fifteen 
miles per hour.

Other News Notes. 


RIVERSIDE, June 19.—(Regular 
Correspondence.)

The graduating 
class, composed of Clarence C. Jarvis, 
Neva D., Carrie M. Rockhold, Nettie 
L. Corlett, Maud H. Miller, Lela M. 
Burgess, Bessie Lee Goddard, Hugh J. 
Boyd, Georgia Hope Seger, Anise M. 
Lacy, and Pearl T. Noble, formed a 
quarter circle in front. The only ad- 
vers® criticism that could be offered 
is that the programme was too long. 
Under ordinary circumstances such an 
audience could not have been held to- 
gether for such a length of time, a 
just compliment to the graduating 
class of 95. Let it was plain the exer- 
cises were too long; that the people 
were wearying, notwithstanding the 
high order of the intellectual feast, and 
it is just possible that a promise for 
a shorter programme next year may be 
necessary to insure so large an agtend- 
ance.

try ever knew, it had obtained to a 
greater or less degree ever since. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting 
and timely exercises of the evening was 
the address by Hog J. Boyd on So- 
cial Discontent.” The speaker said the 
present fs replete with warnings of dis- 
content and the mrutterings of the mid- 
dle classes against existi conditions 
is no longer regarded as the idle talk 
of pessimists, but a.reality that does 
not tremble at criticiem. They cry is 
loud and intensely. bitter and = world- 
wide. Green and aelfishness, found 
intrenched behind established institu- 
tions, was g: ven, to the cause. This dis- 
content is mostly’ confined to mechanics 
and farmers. It has furnished the base 
for a new political ofganization, and 
has been the cause of many strikes and 
accompanying Not and bloodshed. To 
some there seerner to be no excuse for 
this state of feeling among the working 
classes. The modern printing press and 
the railway locomotive have revolu- 
tinized the world. The ordinary laborer 
of today is more intelligent than were 
the nobility of Europe à few centuries 
ago. The apptication of steam to the 
printing press let in a flood of light to 
the very bottam of society. The pro- 
duction of the newspaper under the im- 
provements in the art of printing has 
cheapened to that extent that there is 
scarcely a household in the land that 
is so poor thait it cannot take a paper. 
As a result the working man has com- 
menced to think. In the sixteenth cen- 
tury reading stimulated wonderfully 
the growth of art and literature among 
the upper classes.

With the change of busi- 
ness from the home to the small shop 
the operator is paid an arbitrary rate 
of wages. His wants are constantly 
increasing with intelligence, but his in- 
come does not increase proportionately. 
In Massuchusetts wages are only. two- 
thirds enough to support the average 
family, ‘with careful economy, and 
there is no reason for supposing that 
Massachusetts differs from other States 
in this respect.

A BUSY PLACE. 


There is perhaps not a busier place 
in all the districts of Orange county 
than the farming center of the big San 
Joaquin ranch near Santa Ana. This 
ranch contains 109,000 acres of land, 
the greater portion of which is excellent 
grain and fruit land. This season about 
30,000 acres of the valley portion of the 
ranch has grown a fine crop of barley, 
which, at the present time, is being har- 
vested. This work requires the use of 
large numbers of big headers managed 
by able-bodied workers who toil from 
early dawn until the sun has disap- 
peared in the western horizon. Every 
man has his special part to perform, the 
work of each being indispensible in the 
making up of the result of the labor 
of the day. It is what, among the farm- 
ers, is called harvest-time and every 
country boy knows full well what that 
term implies. ~ 

It is estimated that harvest“ will 
last about three months on the San 
Joaquin ranch and that the yield of 
barley will be very near 500,000 sacks. 
The grain will not be cut low and 
stacked or moved away as wheat is 
often done in the East, but will be 

and elevated into the header- 
wagon from the machine and then 
hauled to convenient spots a few hun- 
dred yards apart where the grain is 
dumped for the thresher which follows 
a few weeks later on, the threshing be- 
ing done in the open field—if such the 
big ranch may be called—the machine 
being moved from pile to pile until the 
whole of the product has been threshed 
and sacked ready for market. Then the 
grain is either stored in one of the many 
big warehouses along the railroad track 
or at Tustin or Santa Ana, or shipped 
directly to San Francisco by steamer 
via Newport and put on the market. 
The harvesting of the barley crop of the 
San Joaquin ranch, alone, in this 
county, means the shipping out of a 
product of the value of about $400,000, 
not a bad annual income from one 
product from one ranch in 
caunty.
